Case said that the center has 
not been opened long enough to

Morse 
doesn’t 
think 
the 
courthouse is a monstrosity. 
“On the contrary I think it 
is a handsome building, com­ 


pletely expressive of its time 
and 
place,” 
the 
reporter 
wrote. 


Although it* predecessor, a 
Gothic revival building, look­ 
ed “ a little grim .” Morse felt 
that it too expressed its time 
and place. 


The writer calls the present 
structure 
an 
imposing

colonial building of red brick 
and full windows, “ a highly 
original 
and 
successful 
de­ 
sign.” 


He said excellent use had 
been made of a former small 
park which adjoined the 1876 
courthouse.

m unity for 65 years; its sec­

Morse 
wrote. 
“ My guess is th*t the new 
one, because of careful plan­ 
ning and sound construction, 
will serve the community for 
more than a century before its 
by-then fam iliar and beloved 
lines are replaced by another 
‘m onstrosity,’ ” 


Morse’s article perhaps was 
written to prepare the Wil­ 
mington citizenry for a simil­ 
ar “ monstrosity.”
